1 case  of  congenital  syphilis  (aged  33) 

1 case  of  syphilis  who  had  previously  defaulted 
63  vaginal  discharges  which  required  treatment 
27  vaginal  discharges  which  were  normal,  A 

The  total  attendances-araounted  to  385  plus  a further  81  intermediate 
treatments  given  by,  the,  nm'slng,  staff. 

On  the  Pathological  side,  blood  was  tested  114  times  and  cultures 
taken  on  96  occasions  to.  exclude  any  possible  syphilitic  or 
gonococcal  Infection. 

The  two  new  cases  of  syphilis  were  discovered  as  a result  of  routine 
ante  natal  blood  tests.  Both  were  late  cases  and  In  no  way 
infectious. 

There  were  no  cases  of  gonorrhoea  In  pregnant  women  and  no  new  cases 
of  gonococcal  ophtlialmla,
